On Oc- 
tober 8, 1923, Roosevelt offi- 
cially began to wield navy 
blue and white as the colors 
of Teddy on his horse. 



Students at Roosevelt have sat in class for seventy- 
five years and watched milestone events take place 
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in history. The students of Roosevelt managed to 
keep their livelihood through the pandemonium of 
Prohibition, the Depression, Pearl Harbor, the Viet- 
nam War, the assignation of JFK, Watergate, 
Martin Luther King\., Tinker vs. Des Moines 
Public Schools, the Persian Gulf War, and the O.J. 



The seventy-fifth class of Roosevelt began school 
on August 25, 1997 dancing down the hallways. 
The school had an initial enrollment of 1600 
students in grades 9-12. The victory bell cried to 
the tune of a celebration in honor of its seventy- 
fifth year of educating top-notch students. At 
seventy-five healthy years, Roosevelt High School 
celebrated its dedication to academics, athletics, 
and stayin' alive.
